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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER’S OFFICE 


Dear Friends: 


Further modernization in professional management of the State Treas- 
urer’s Office has been instituted with the initial step in changing over to the use 
of paper checks. Phasing in paper checks for the entire check-writing operation 
is expected to be completed by the end of the year. 

The use of paper checks was made possible through the earlier installation 
of an improved process involving the use of computerized magnetic tape. 
Checks made of heavier card stock suitable for keypunching no longer are re- 
quired under the advanced electronic technique. 

An issue of 90,000 checks can be handled by the magnetic tape in 45 
minutes or less. Formerly, a tabulator, using keypunched checks made of card 
stock, could handle only 350 checks a minute, or 21,000 an hour. 

The new system also provides for retrieval of an individual check through 
batch microfilming. 

Under the old system, a sorting machine was used to put cancelled checks 
in numerical order, which required passing an individual check through the ma- 
chine seven times. The State Treasurer’s Office issues an average of 5,000,000 
checks a year, which necessitated passing them through the sorting machine 
35,000,000 times in order to get them in proper sequence. 

Introduction of the new system permitted a staff reduction of two persons 
and a significant reduction in space needed for storage or returned checks.
